Price of gasoline dropped another 
cent In Waukegan and North Chicago 
following an announcement by the 
Standard Oil company of Indiana last 
week. Tho reduction will apply to all 
points where the company has distri- 
bution facilities, except where reduc- 
tion has already been made. Offlcials 
stated that the action was taken be- 
cause of a further reduction In tlio 
coat of crude oil. Under tho now 
price arrangement, Waukegan motor- 
Ista will be able to purchase gas at 
service stations for 18 cents a gal- 
lon, while the tank-wagon price will 
be IG cents for any quantity under 
100 gallons.

Conclusive evidence that William 
Robertson, telegraph operator for the 
St. Paul at Fox Lake, was murdered 
has been obtained ijy the sheriff's 
forces and states attorney. 

The matter that moved the death 
from tho accidental class to murder 
came through the statement of one of 
the train crew that the body was cold 
when It was taken from the tracks. 

The body was struck about a mile 
from where the train stopped, which 
would not have given time for It to 
grow cold. 

Belief that blood has been located 
In the lonely woods near the track 
has ahso helped to put the death In 
the murder ranks. The discovery was 
made Mondny and the dirt was scoop- 
ed up and delivered to the state's at- 
torney who is having it analyzed by 
a chemist. A handkerchief was also 
found not far from that spot. It had 
no Initials. 

Edward Chase and Edward Queed. 
alias Lee. both appeared before Mr! 
Smith where they made statements. 
They accounted for themselves 
from the time they visited Johnson's 
bar and the Red Top Inn until after 
the body had been found. Their ator- 
lea differed on some plonta. It is un- 
derstood. 

Constable RIgga, of Fox Lake, who 
has been working on the case since 
Saturday, was In dose conference 
with the states attorney this morn- 
ing. It waa stated unofflclally that he 
had several clues of value. 

Meanwhile no formal charges have 
been placed against Chase and Queed. 
They are still being detained at the 
county Jail where they were placed 
Saturday afternoon. 

One more man Is being sought. He 
Is supposed to have been one of the 
party In the barroom tour during the 
early hours of Saturday. 

Ofliclals can't reason out why a 
railroad man should be killed on the 
tracks. That, they claim, la a very 
unusual circumstance. 

A freight train which passes throu 
Fox Lako around 4 o'clock in the 
morning ran over the body of Robert- 
son, according to reports received by 
State's Attorney A. V. Smith. Mem- 
hers of tbe train crew thought at flrst 
death waa accidental, the man having 
fallen in front of the train. 

At the St. Paul station. It was said 
that the train Just chanced to atop at 
the point where tho lifeless form of 
Robertson, badly mangled was found. 
The members of the crew were un- 
aware that a man had been struck by 
the train until after the stop waa 
made, a telegraph operator at the 
Fox lake station said. 

It waa said at Fox lake that the 
murder theory la bnaed on the fact 
that the pay check received Monday 
afternoon by Robertson was missing. 
He waa killed one mile west of the 
St.Paul station, while he lives only a 
few blocks west of the station. At

Now If tho government can 
get enough people to catch the spirit 
of the department of war, perhaps 
we can down this peace sentiment.

Robertson was about .-10 years old 
and had been employed as an oper- 
ator at the St. Paul station for more 
than a year. He was well known In 
tho vicinity and follow employes say 
he didn't have an enemy, as far as 
they knew. 

The deceased was a widower. He Is 
survived by a family of five children 
who are making their homo In Cana- 
da.

"SWAT THE HEN, TOO" 

SAYS F. A. GOUGLER 
Swat the nooBtor" Is the popular 
war cry of the poultrymen nt this 
time of the year, but It couhl bo np- 
Proprltely altered to "Swat the Hen", 
says F. A. Gougler, director of the 
poultry and egg marketing depart- 
ment Of the Illlnolfl' Agricultural As- 
Boclatlon. 

From one-thlrd to one-half of the 
hena In the average (lock on Lake 
county farms are loafers during the 
. hot summer months and should go 
to market. The same situation ex- 
ists In other counties where In some 
cases the feed bills could be cut al- 
most in half If non layers and layers 
of «mall eggs were culled from the 
«ock," Mr.. Gougler declares. 

"An egg is an egg the world over, 
but quality should determine the 
price." Mr. Gougler told poultry 
Hchools In Knox county recently, and 
it la the only fair way to sot the 
price. Producers who will go to the 
trouble to grade and handle their 
eggs properly are entitled to a pre- 
mium. Some buyers are now paying 
live cents per dozen premium for Nn. 
1 grade eggs which are fresh, clean, 
unwashed, free from cracks and are 
of uniform size." 

Produce buyers, as a rule, are 
forced to pay lower prices In order to 
cover tl'.e losses on bad eggs at this 
season, Mr. Gougler stated. Special 
allentlon must be given to them on 
the farm If the highest prl'-es are to 
be received. Eggs should be gath- 
ered frequently, at least dally, kept 
in a cool dry place and marketed as 
often as possible. If these simple 
precautions are taken No. l eggs can 
be produced for premium prices.

Illinois dairymen got nosed out of 
the lend by Iowa In the number of 
herds tested for tuberculosis during 
June, according to Information com- 
ing to I^ake County Farm Bureau, 
from M. H. Petersen, director of the 
tuberculosis eradication project for 
the Illinois Agricultural association. 
This statement from the I. A. A. 
director follows the publication of the 
monthly report of the' U, S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, showing the 
progress of eradication work by 
states. 

Six thousand, seven hundred and 
thlrty-sIx herds were given the T. 13. 
test In Iowa against 4.2S6 In Illinois. 
North Carolina and Michigan were 
third and fourth respectively with 
more than 4,000 tested In each state. 

Fifty-nine Illinois counties that are 
organized to clean out bovine tuber- 
ciiloals contributed to the 37,000 head 
tested In the state In June. Of this 
number, approximately 000 were test- 
ed In Lake county, according to Farm 
AdvlHor Doerschuk. The waiting list 
for the state Includes 151,G(0 head, in- 
dicating an increase In eradication 
work during the coming months.

Fire of mysterious origin complete- 
ly destroyed the threo story frame 
structure known as the Tewes board- 
ing house in the village of Salem on 
the Geneva road, Just west of Keno- 
sha early Saturday morning. TTie 
hulldlng was the property of the 
AVaukegan Ice company, owned by L. 
C. Tewes. The entire building nnd 
contents with an estimated value of 
thousands of dollars wore destroyed. 
A few weews ago the two hie Ice 
houses of the Tewes company at 
Paddocks Lake, were destroyed by a 
mysterious Are which was attributed 
possibly to spontaneous combustion. 

The nrst evidence of the latest fire 
was received when a passing motorist 
spread the alarm In Salem, shortly 
before one o'clock. He had noticed 
sparks and flames leaping through 
the roof on the north end of the build- 
ing and a few momenta later when 
he returned to the scene of the Are 
the entire roof was In flames. 

Fred Schmnllfeldt, foreman of the 
Tewes Ice company, whose plant 
stood across the road from the hoard- 
ing house, was asleep In the building 
at the time. The smell of smoke 
soon awakened him, and ho called 
Mr. and Mrs. M. R. Searles, who were 
the only other occupants of the build- 
ing at the time, also sleeping. 

By this time Inhabltanto of the 
village nearby and cottagers at Pad- 
dock's l>ake had arrived in time to 
form a backet brigade. Water was 
drawn from a pump near the burn- 
ing building, hut it was soon seen 
that nothing could he done to stop 
the lire from going through the entire 
building. 

By dawn the maHsIve structure was 
a henp of ruins. The new wreckage 
made a strlhing contrast with the old 
lying just across the road. Several 
weeks ago the entire Ice house of 
the Tewes Ice company, also was de- 
stroyed along with 05,000 tons of Ice, 
nt a loss to the company of over 
S125.O0O. 

The boarding house, ton. has had a 
colorful history. Fire was discovered 
on the second floor Just two weeks 
ago, but this was soon under control 
and no considerable damage was 
done. Again two weeks ago Sunday 
occupants of the building returned 
one evening to had every room In the 
place ransacked from top to bottom. 
At this time DotUlng of value was 
taken. 

Louis C. Tewes, proprietor of the 
property was at the scene of the Are 
Saturday but was unable to tell how 
much the loss would amount to.

WHAT BANKERS THINK 
OF THE LABOR BANKS 



With the advent of the labor bank 
three years ago, there was wide- 
spread speculation as to what labor 
turning capitalist would mean. 

By bold calculations the most im- 
aginative pictured a coup d'etat In 
finance wrought by the mobilization 
of labor's savings and strategic In- 
vestments In the key Industries. 
Prophecies of disaster came from the 
quarters of the other eitremlBts. 

Taking the middle ground -wns the 
great group of conservative bankers 
who saw tie bank as a link — rather 
than a wedge — between capital and 
labor. It was their opinion that the 
experience gained In the manage- 
ment of the labor hanks would bring 
a real understanding of the buslnesa 
of handling money and investments 
and develop a knowledge of the prob- 
lems of capital. By making capital- 
lata out of the workers, directing the 
Investment of their funds into safe 
securities instead of wild-cat stocks 
ind by promoting thrift, they saw 
tood flowing from the enterprise. "With 
the mystery taken out of banking, 
the bubble of fabulous earnings 
pricked, and the right of an Individ- 
ual to his accumulated savings flrm- 
ly established, it was patent that the 
radicals would be disarmed of their 
thunder against the much-assailed 
capitalistic system. On the other 
hand, it was conceded that with the 
rise of labor as a factor in flnance, 
opportunities for the abuse of the 
worker by the bludgeon of cruel 
credit control would be more re- 
stricted. 

In their appraisal of the movement, 
the events of tlie past two years have 
largely Justified the view of the con- 
Bcrvatives, although the time Is still 
too short to permit a mature judg- 
meat It Is quite clear, however, that 
labor has not revolutionized hanking, 
the control of credit has not been di- 
verted from Its former channels. — 
American Bankers Abb'ti JoumaL

66 Years; No 
Familiar Faces 



"If grandfather were alive today he 
^vould get a big shock" Is an expres- 
Bion often heard, but It remained for 
Owen Graham, Klondike and British 
Columbia gold digger to drop Into 
"VVaukegan and Chicago after an ab- 
sence of CG years to get the thrill of 
his life. He came to Waukegan to 
try to pick out a few familiar faces 
and a few landmarks hut found none 
— not a aoul that he ever aaw before, 
nothing remaining of the half dozen 
stores which dotted what now Is 
known aa Genesee street. 

But Chicago was beyond his powers 
of comprehension. The Cook county 
building la located on the 160 acres 
which his father Thomas Graham re- 
fused to take for a song because it 
was so swampy, coming to Lake coun- 
ty instead and homesteading on a 
farm three nillea, west and one-half 
mile south of Waukegan. 

"When I was a kid there was no 
railroad running between Waukegan 
and Chicago" Mr. Graham said today. 
"It took us three days to make a 
shopping trip to Chicago. AVe went 
by tlie way of McHenry. 

"We drove from Grayslake to Wau- 
kegan today a distance of 14 miles in 
about 25 or 30 minutes, on what wo 
used to call the Plunk road. In those 
days It used to take us an hour and a 
half to drive the three and a half 
miles from father's farm over the 
same road. 

"We used to haul wood to Wauke- 
gan when there weren't 100 houses 
there. I can remember leas than half 
a dozen stores. We hauled wheat to 
the grist mill of Berry & Woods, 
which was located -whore the Xorth- 
western depot now stands. They had 
a wood and feed store where the 
Waukegan Xational Bank Is construe- 
ing an eight story building. 

"But Waukegan had two breweries 
in those early days. Prohibition Is 
no good. There are too many ways 
to get around it. 

"No, I never made any big strikes 
at gold mining. I had .several good 
claims but was compelled to sell out 
because It cost so much to live. I've 
paid So for nn ordinary sack of salt, 
and §1 for a pound of flour. When we 
used to bring wheat to Waukegan we 
would have had a gold mine If we 
could have sold a load of Hour at that 
price. Gobi mining has Its hardships. 
I've seen it 70 below zero, and so cold 
in the mountains we couldn't bring 
■water to a boiling point." 

Three generations of the Pearce 
families have conducted a drug store 
at the corner of Genesee and Wash- 
ington .street, but when Mr. Graham 
lived in Lake county there was a 
butchersliop there. He Is staying 
with his neice, Mrs. Thos. Lyons, nt 
Grayslake. Ho came here from Dun- 
can, D. C. 

He is an uncle of George and Thos. 
Graham, .who live near WaukeRan. 
the latter opHratlng the homestead. 

He has been an Odd Fellow for 22 
years, and has been through all the 
chairs, and has a gold medal which 
the Duncan lodge presented to him. 

There was an old wooden bridge 
over the ravine where the Genesee 
street viaduct now stands. It was 
called the Bonrdon bridge. There 
was also another bridge, which led to 
the Besley Brewery. 

Mr. Graham was horn and reared 
on his father's farm southwest of 
Waukegan. He la 75 years old.

Use Alfalfa to 
Control Spread of 
Canada Thistle 



AVERAGE HOME IS 

NOT HALF-LIGHTED 
Not referring to lighting of cities, 
or public highways, most of which 
are not lighted at all. It can be braod- 
ly stated that the average home or 
Place of business Is not more than 
half lighted— especially hotels. 

While one hlllion new homes are 
■wired for electricity each year. It is 
a fact that only one-third of the 
homes In our country nro wired for 
lighting, and those wired are inade- 
quately Illuminated. 

What do we mean by that? Taking 
ordinary daylight as normal, the 
lighting in the average home la as 
good as daylight only quite near a 
light— in other words, Incandescenta 
are stuck on celllnga and walls too 
far away. 

In the average hoted a newspaper 
cannot be read by the lighting offered 
In lobbies, dining rooms and especial- 
ly In bedrooms. Not one bedroom In 
a hundred Is lighted so you can read 
a book or paper In bed. 

Chandelier lighting Is, generally 
speaking, wasted for the purpose for 
■which electric or artlllclal lighting la 
employed— to enable you to read or 
write. If you doubt this statement 
see how few read In hotels. 



Alfalfa has added Canada thistle 
control to it.s already long list of ser- 
vices to Wisconsin farmers. 

"Many Wisconsin farmers have suc- 
cessfully used alfalfa in eradlctlng 
liirge patches of the thistles," declares 
A. L, Stone of the Wisconsin college 
of agriculture. "A good stand lasting 
three years is needed to get this re- 
sult. Sometimes a heavy sod of Ken- 
tuckp blue grass or other grass will 
do the work, but the stand must be 
nearly perfect and the land stav in 
grass for a number of years." 

To kill out thistles" with alfalfa. 
Stone recommends that the land be 
leavily manured and plowed as earlv. 
In the summer fall ns possible. This I 
^^houhl be followed by regular culti- 
vation until the following June when 
the seedbed is prepared and alfalfa 
seed sown at the rate of 20 pounds to 
the acre. 

The plowing and cultivation will 
bave weakened the thistles. The 
manure will give the Alfalfa a good 
«tart and promote rapid growth so 
ll"»t It will soon shade the ground 
e"ouf,'h to keep the thistles down. 
This, with the frequent cutting over 
a number of years gets rid of them 
completely. 

"Uiws have been passed against al- 
lowing Canada thistles and certain 
other weeds to seed, but they have 
continued to spread. "Some parts of 
the state are now so badly infested 
with weeds." H.ys Stone, -that the 
loss to the farmers is very heavy" 

Special efforts to kill new weeds In 
the community before they become 
widely spread is urged by Stone. A 
few scattered plants of Canada this- 
ties and other weeds which have deep 
roots and live year after year are 
best treated Individually. 

One treatment Ih to cut them off 
JUHt below the surface of the ground 
and apply a handful of salt, or better 
yet. a half pint of strong brine to the 
root. Gasoline may be used in place 
of Bait. This treatment Is too expen- 
Blve for une on large patches, how- 
ever.

The coat of oporntlng the schoola 
of Lake county during the year JubjL 
cloaca was 32.339,4444.83, the coat per 
pupil being SIGG, acconllng to a re- 
port JuHt completed by County Su- 
perintendent T. Arthur SImpaon for 
the state department of public In- 
structlon. 

The total number of chlllren under 
twentyono was 28.004 of which 14,314 
were boya and girls. Of this number 
8,76 were under six years of age. I 
The total number of children at- 1 
tending school waa 14,392; the ele- 
mentary grade enrollment being 12,1 
119 and the high achool enrollment 
2,273. The average elementary grade 
enrollment was 1515, the lowest en- 
rollment— that of the kindergarten. 
being CGC, and the highest— that of 
the nrst grade, being 1826. 

Considering the fact that the 8th 
grade enrollment was 1064, It would 
appear that approximately 58% of 
the children who enter the first 
grade reach the eighth. The average 
high school enrollment i)Gr grade was

Waahlngton, July 30.— There la a 
clause In tho constitution of the U. S. 
which may ultimately upset the best 
laid plans of men thoroughly versed 
In political management. It Is possi- 
ble, but not altogether probable, that 
one of three candidates for he Vice 
presidency may yet be president of 
the United States, despite the popular 
vote for the avowed candidate for 
the omce. At lirst glance, this state- 
ment presents an amazing state of 
affairs, yet it Is strikingly contlrnied 
by the greatest of all American docu- 
ments, the Constitution. Privately, 
political leaders make no secret of 
their deep concern. But, In their po- 
litical utterances, they pay little at- 
tention to tho situation, because they 
know the ordinary voter docs not 
comprehend the Intricate machinery 
of presidential elections and Is con- 
cerned primarily with his Individual 
vote. 

It la easy for the layman to scoff at 
the qualllled prediction that Charles 
Bryan, Charles Dawes, or Burton 
"Wheeler have a chance to become 
president in place of Messrs. Cool- 
idge, Davis and LaFoIlette. Tho load- 
ers, however, confronted by stern 
realities, cannot afford to affect in- 
difference on these matters. There Is 
a pronounced tendency on their part 
to cultivate the elector.-? and to inter- 
est themselves In congressional cam- 
paigns. In fact, tho LaFoIlette or- 
ganization has openly announced Its 
Intention to pledge the present mem- 
bers of the House in order that La- 
FoIlette may have their support in 
the event the Presidential election 
cW th rfdetnoin fishrdi etain sholuht 
reaches tho House of Representatives. 
If LaFoIlette Is In a position to hold 
tho balance of power In such a con- 
tingency, the House may not bo able ! 



meat has been widely criticized since 
Its adoption In 1804. but It has never 
been changed. It has been argued 
that the Twelfth amendment Is de- 
fectlve In that It requires a majority 
of the electoral votes for a choice by 
the electoral colloges. It Is said that 
If a plurality were sufllclent there 
would be very little danger of the 
electors failing at any time to make a 
choice. 

Another complaint concerning the 
electoral system la aimed at the gen- 
eral ticket plan, which, it Is claimed, 
la unjust to the minority voters In 
the state. The statement has been 
made by responsible authorities that 
It is theoretical possible for thirteen 
of the larger states to elect a candi- 
date to whom the other thirty-five 
should be opposed. There are twelve 
states that altogether have an elec- 
toral vote lacking but three for a ma- 
jority, but a combination of these 
states for any one candidate is re- 
garded as extremely doubtful because 
of sectional differences. 

It is likewise argued that the gen- 
eral ticket system gives a position of 
stragetic importance to some of the 
so-called doubtful states. Just how 
Important may be Illustrated In the 
case of California In 191G, when the 
election was decided by a plurality 
for 'Wilson of less than four thousand, 
or 0.4 per cent of tho popular vote of 
the state. Just at present New York 
has become the pivotal state as the 
three leading contestants for the 
presidency are concentrating In their 
bid for the electoral vote. Political 
history shows that Now York has In- 
fluenced more elections than any one 
state. The election of Polk was as- 
sured in 18-I-I by a margin of merely 
1.1 per cent of Its popular vote. Clove- 
land was given the entire electoral 
vote of New York by a plurality of 
about 1,000, or 0.1 per cent of the

Col. A. V. Smith has accepted the 
county chairmanship for the National 
Defense Test that will bo celebrated 
Sept. 12. 

His acceptance was the outgrowth 
of pleas from ex-sen-ice men and re- 
serve officers to take the post. He 
had had the matter under considera- 
tion for tho past week, and had with- 
held his decision for fear that the 
duty would interfere with his office 
as prosecutor.

On that date the frame work of the 
country's defen.se will be mobilized 
for one day as If war had been de- 
clared. The , peace time strength will 
be mustered to war strength, and 
flags will i)e displayed from the homes 
and prayers offered for the safety 
and welfare of the nation.. 

Every officer will report to his regi- 
ment and the war department will is- 
sue orders. Enlisted men, guardsmen, 
reserves, and former service men will 
swing back into the stride they knew 
80 well in 1917, and factories will bo 
given orders to produce wartime ma- 
terials. AH these orders issued will 
be carried out so far as is possible. 

The day Is not declared as a mili- 
tary gesture, reserve offlcera declare, 
but more as an answer to pacifists 
and a tribute to General John Persh- 
ing, who retires from the army then.

Upon the Senate. 

Talks with those In charge of the 
various campaigns Indicate that the 
Influence of the Senate Is not entirely 
theoretical. An Intimate study of the 
Constitution has developed facts ^if 
great significance to political leaduva. 
Whenever the electors huve failed nt 
a choice the duties of the House , e 
per.splciously enumerated by the 12ih 
nmondment to tho Constitution "from 
the person liaving the highest num- 
ber, not exceeding, on the Hat voted 
for as President, tho House ot Rop- 
roaontatlvos shall choose Immeolately 
hy ballot n President." 

The ballots are taken by state each 
state ropreaontod- having one vote. A 
majority of all tho states elects and 
a two-thirds of all the states must be 
represented to constitute a quorum. 
If no jierson has a majority of votes 
for Vice-President, tho Constitution 
says, "The person having the greatest 
n limber of votes as Vice-President 
sliall he Vlce-Prosidont, if such num- 
ber be a majority of the whole num- 
ber of electors njipolnted, and If no 
person have a majority, then from 
the two highest on the Hat of the Sen- 
ate shall clioose tho Vice-President," 
a quorum being two-thirds of all the 
Senators had a majority of all Sena- 
tors electing. The succesHlon of the 
Vice-President Is clearly fixed by the 
Constitution. Tho Twelfth amend- 
ment also says that "If the House of 
Uepresentatlves shall not chose a 
President, whenever tho right of 
choice shall devolve on them, before 
tho fourth of March next following, 
then the Vice-President shall act as 
President, as In the case of the death 
or other constitutional disability of 
the President." 

This would, moan, of course, that ho 
would serve as Chlot Executive for 
the ensuing four years.
